Speaking at a news confer- 1 
ence before a local Republican 
fund-raising dinner, Eisen- 
hower said his father-in-law 
rebounded completely from 
the effects of the Watergate 
scandal and “is and always 
will be actively engaged in the i 
vital affairs of the United 
States.” 

Eisenhower said also that i 
while the President and Vice 
President Spiro T. /ignew 
were never close social 1 
friends, “they liave’ a deep mu- 
tual respect.”
